In fact, the President’s conversation 
was described as giving the impres- 
sion that solicitor general Stanley 
Reed was the leading candidate for the 
post, with Gov. Frank Murphy of 
Michigan, and Frank R. McNinch, 
chairman of the federal communica- 
tions commission, coming in for strong 
consideration. 

The name of United States Circuit 
Judge Florence E. Allen of Cleveland, 
O., was the one mentioned. 


The impression was given that Sen. | 


Sherman Minton, D., Ind., and Assist- 
ant Attorney General Robert H. Jack- 
son, both of whom have been promi- 
nently mentioned, would probably be 
considered too valuable to the admin- 
istration in othgr fields to premit the 
nomina either.

War Referendum 


Opposed By F. R. 


Ludlow Measure Is Declared 
-“Incompatible With Our 
Form Of Government” 


WASHINGTON, (UP) President. 
Roosevelt warned congress today that 
the Ludlow war referendum would 
cripple any President in conduct of 
foreign relations and. would lead other 
nations to believe they can violate Am- 
erican rights with impunity. 

The President entered the fight to 
block the. resolution as its backers mo- 
dified its provisions to gather addi- 
tional strength and headed for a cru- 
cial test of power in the house. 

Although admitting sponsors of the 
measure believe it would be helpful 
in keeping the United States out of 
war, Mr. Roosevelt, in a letter to 
Speaker of the House William B. Bank- 
head warned it might be a dangerous 
move. 

“T am convinced it would have the 
opposite effect,” he said. 

“I must frankly state that I con- 
sider that the proposed amendment 
would be impracticable in its appli- 
cation and incompatible with our rep- 
resentative form of government,” he 
wrote.

WASHINGTON, (Copyright 1938 by 
United Press) — President Roosevelt 
will ask congress in a special message 
on national defense this week to ap- 
prove a huge aircraft building program 
and construction of more submarinese 
and destroyers instead of more battle- 
ships, it was learned today. 

Congressional leaders estimated the 
cost of the program will add betweea 
$100,000,000 and $200,000,000 to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s billion dollar defense bud- 
get. The bulk of the increase will be 
spent on improving the navy’s air and 
underseas forces and strengthening of 
the light surface fleet. 

The President, in his budget message 
last week, recommended construction of 
two super-dreadnaughts in addition to 


the two on the way now. In tentative- 
ly abandoning plans for two more he 
was said to feel that existing build- 
ing facilities would be over- taxed. 


air force is not Known, but is believed 
to include 1,200 first-line planes. By 
1942 the goal is 2,000. The President’s 
new program might bring achievement 
of that number by 1940, thus giving the 
United States nearly 4,500 modern 
fighting planes by combining the army 
and navy forces. 

Necessity for building 
marine and destroyer forces was 
vealed in secretary of navy Claude A. 
Swanson’s recent annual report to the 
President, which showed that the Unit- 
ed States was trailing all other naval 
powers in these categories. 

As of Jan. 1, 1937—last official sta- 
tistics released by the navy depart- 
ment—the United States had only 39 
modern destroyers and 29 modern sub- 
marines. compared with 83 and 40, re- 
spectively for Great Britain, 82 and 48 
for Japan, 61 and 75 for France and 
74 and 71 for Italy.

PRESIDENT TO ASK FOR PLANES, SUBMARINES Bomber Spans 
AND DESTROYERS IN NEW MESSAGE 


Bulk Of New Additions To Defense Budget Will Be Sought 
For Improving Air And Undersea Forces, Strengthening 
Light Surface Fleet, Says Washington Report

| “Flying Fortress” Costs 
| $200,000, Soars At 25,000 


LANGLEY FIELD, Va., (iP) —Army | 
officials today described the 11-hour | 
one minute transcontinental flight of | 
a new Boeing four-engined “flying | 
fortress” at the fastest ever made by 
a military plane. 

Lieut. Col, Robert Olds and six other 
army fliers set the huge B-17 type 
down to a perfect landing here yester- | 
day after leaving March Field, Calif., | 
Saturday night (Midnight EST). The 
plane flew to California in 13 hours 27 
minutes earlier in the week. 

The bomber which has a top speed 
of about 250 miles per hour, flew at! 
an altitude of more than 11,000 feet | 
most of the distance. | 


The bomber’s four engines develop 2,- | 
800 horsepower. It has a wing-spread 
of 104 feet, is 70 feet long, and 15 | 
feet high. With a military load of 15 
tons it will fly at altitudes up to 23,- | 
000 feet. The average cost of a “fly- | 
ing fortress’’ is $200,000.

Have you seen “America’s 
Book” compiled by the home Institute 
of the New York Herald Tribune? It 
consists of 1005 pages and includes just 
about everything from the Japanese 
di sh Sukyake to the new Shirley 
Temple cake. It smacks of a bright new 
kitchen with stream line effects. It 
» is scientific and up-to-date and we 
» would like to own a copy but some- 

how it misses fire. It lacks the personal 
touch. (We like our cook books to haye 
, a definit® personality behind them. 

Burrowing in our favorite 10c bin 
the other afternoon, we found a cook 
book after our own heart. It is “Let- 
ters #o a Young Housekeeper” by 
Marie Taylor published in 1892. Marie 
Taylor was the daughter of the famous 
German astronomer Hansen and the 
wife of the well known writer Bayard 
Taylor who wrote among many other 
books “El Dorado or the Path of Em- 
pire,” a book about his travels in the 
early mining camps of California. 
Wives of literary men take to writing 
cook books. You may remember that 
Jessie Conrad, wife of Joseph Conrad, 
wrote an excellent one. 


As you might expect, this book has 
a mild literary flavor for Mrs. Taylor 
had read widely in the lore of cook- 
ery but it is never impractical. “Tf an 
art,” she writes, “cooking is also a 
study, and my advice would be to make 
it a study first and an art afterward. 
This implies that you are not to take 
what I say or what the cook book tells 
you according to the letter, but that 
you will have to catch the spirit of it 
all, and do as it directs. In this way—- 
the intelligent way—you will become 


the inventor, the true artist, the bene- 


factor.” 


Her recipes are gathered from many 
sources. from Capuchin monastaries, 
from Carlsbad, Austria, from the cook 


books of the cerator of “The Three |

Musketeers,” 
an old German cook book of the 16th 


century she quotes the following about |
